gection 48.07 (8). In cases not so appealable there shall be a jury trial if a jury is de-
manded. * * * Justice court practice in civil actions shall govern the selection of
jurors * * *,
SecTioN 2. The second sentence of 48.07 (8) of the statutes is amended to read:

48.07 (8) (second sentence) In the case of an appeal to the cireuit court the appel-
lant shall have a new trial which shall be without a jury unless a jury is demanded and
if a jury is demanded the justice court practice in civil actions shall govern in the
selection of the jurors.
